1. (Amended) A multi- function transaction terminal comprising: 

a) a housing; 

b) a display; 

c) at least, one user input; 

d) a transaction processor; 

e) a payment receiver; 

f ) said transaction processor structured to identify and 
validate a payment amount provided by a user via said 
payment receiver; 

g) a card dispenser structured to dispense a transaction 
card to a user, said transaction card having a predefined 
value associated therewith in accordance with said 
payment amount; and 

h) said transaction card structured to be useable by the 
user at an unaffiliated third party merchant equipped to 
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process transactions utilizing a conventional payment 
card processor^ 

i) an image input device, said image input device structured 

to capture an image of the user; and 
j ) a printer assembly structured to place said image of the 

user on a previously issued payment card of the user 

accepted via said payment receiver . 

2. (Original) A multi- function transaction terminal as recited in 
claim 1 wherein said transaction card is structured to be 
utilized as a conventional payment card, said predefined value 
defining a transaction limit.

4. (Amended) A multi-function transaction terminal as recited in 
claim [3 further comprising a] 1 wherein said printer assembly 
is structured to place said image of the user on said 
transaction card. 

5. (Cancelled) 

6. (Original) A multi-function transaction terminal as recited in 
claim 4 wherein said transaction processor is structured to 
establish a communicative link with a remote processor so as 
to validate a payment card of the user accepted via said 
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payment receiver. 

7. (Original) A multi-function transaction terminal as recited in 
claim 6 Wherein said transaction processor is structured to 
communicate said image obtained by said image input device to 
a remote third party processor for association with a 
previously issued payment card of the user. 

8. (Original) A multi- function transaction terminal as recited in 
claim 1 further comprising a biometric input device structured 
to identify biometric data of the user. 

9. (Original) A multi-function transaction terminal as recited in 
claim 8 wherein said biometric input device comprises a 
fingerprint scanner . 

10. (Original) A multi -function transaction terminal as recited in 
claim 8 wherein said biometric input device is structured to 
store said biometric data of the user on said transaction 
card. 

11. (Original) A multi -function transaction terminal as recited in 
claim 8 wherein said biometric input device is structured to 
store said biometric data of the user on a previously issued 
payment card of the user accepted via said payment receiver. 

12. (Original) A multi- function transaction terminal as recited in

claim 8 wherein said transaction processor is structured to 
communicate said biometric data obtained by said biometric 
input device to a remote third party processor for association 
with a previously issued payment card of the user. 

13. (Original) A multi-function transaction terminal as recited in 
claim 1 wherein said transaction card comprises a pre-paid 
product card. 

14. (Original) A multi-function transaction terminal as recited in 
claim 13 wherein said pre-paid product card comprises a pre- 
paid telephone card and said transaction card includes an 
access code thereon structured to provide the user with 
telephony access. 

15. (Original) A multi-function transaction terminal as recited in 
claim 1 further comprising a cash dispenser structured to 
dispense cash to the user in accordance with validation by 
said transaction processor. 

16. (Original) A multi-function transaction terminal as recited in 
claim 15 wherein said payment receiver is structured to 
receive a payment card to be validated by said transaction 
processor and said cash dispenser is structured to dispense 
cash to the user in accordance with a requested and validated 
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amount defined by the user. 

17. (Original) A multi-function transaction terminal as recited in 
claim 15 wherein said cash dispenser and said payment receiver 
are cooperatively disposed with one another such that cash 
received by said payment receiver is sorted and subsequently 
dispensed by said cash dispenser. 

18. (Amended) A multi- function transaction terminal comprising: 

a) a housing; 

b) a display; 

c) at least one user input; 

d) a transaction processor; 

e) a payment receiver structured to at least receive a 
payment card associated with a predefined user account ; 

f) said transaction processor structured to identify and 
validate [a] said predefined user account; 

g) a personal identification input device structured to 
obtain personal identification data from the user , said 
personal identification input device including at least 
an image input device ; [and] 

h) said transaction processor structured to associate said 
personal identification [date] data with said user 
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account ; and 

i) a printer assembly structured to print an image obtained 
by said image input device on said payment card .

20. (Amended) A multi-function transaction terminal as recited in 
claim [19] 18_ wherein said personal identification data 
comprises a photo of the user obtained utilizing said image 
input device. 

21. (Amended) A multi- function transaction terminal as recited in 
claim [19] 18 further comprising a card dispenser structured 
to dispense a transaction card to a user, said transaction 
card having said personal identification data thereon.

28. (Original) A multi-function transaction terminal as recited in 
claim 25 wherein said payment receiver is structured to 
receive a payment card associated with said predefined user 
account . 

29. (Original) A multi-function transaction terminal as recited in 
claim 28 wherein said transaction processor is structured to 
direct the storage of said personal identification data on 
said payment card. 

30. (Original) A multi -function transaction terminal as recited in 
claim 18 wherein said transaction processor is structured to 
communicate said personal identification data to a remote 
processor for association with said predefined user account. 

31. (New) A multi -function transaction terminal comprising: 
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a) a housing; 

b) a display; 

c) at least one user input; 

d) a transaction processor; 

e) a payment receiver; 

f) said transaction processor structured to identify and 
validate a payment amount provided by a user via said 
payment receiver; 

g) a card dispenser structured to dispense a transaction 
card to a user, said transaction card having a predefined 
value associated therewith in accordance with said 
payment amount ; and 

h) said transaction card structured to be useable by the 
user at an unaffiliated third party merchant equipped to 
process transactions utilizing a conventional payment 
card processor^ 

i) a biometric input device structured to identify biometric

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32. (New) A multi-function transaction terminal comprising:

g) a printer assembly structured to place said image of the 
user on said previously issued payment card of the user 
accepted via said payment receiver.

e) a payment receiver structured to receive at least a 
previously issued payment card; 

f) a biometric input device structured to identify biometric

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g) said biometric input device structured to store said 
biometric data of the user on said previously issued 
payment card of the user accepted via said payment 
receiver. 
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
